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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Species A: a photosensitive composition remover comprising one or more 
aromatic hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms or more within the molecule and one or 
more aprotic polar solvent (s), when the remover consists essentially of one or more 
aromatic hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms or more within the molecule and one or 
more aprotic polar solvent(s) (page 5 of the specification and page 14 of the 
specification, wherein the remover of Species A is described as a remover consisting 
essentially of a first component and a second component); 

Species B: photosensitive composition remover comprising 10 to 20 percent by 
mass of one or more aromatic hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms or more within the 
molecule and 80 to 90 percent by mass of one or more solvent(s) other than aprotic 
polar solvents, when the remover consists essentially of one or more aromatic 
hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms in the molecule and one or more other solvent(s) 
other than aprotic polar solvents (page 5 of the specification and pages 14-15 of the 
specification, wherein the remover of Species B is described as a remover consisting 
essentially of a first component and a third component); 
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Species C: photosensitive composition remover comprising 20 to 30 percent by 
mass of one or more aromatic hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms or more within the 
molecule, 1 to 20 percent by mass of one or more aprotic polar solvent(s) and 55 to 70 
percent by mass of one or more other solvent(s) than aprotic polar solvents when the 
remover comprises one or more aromatic hydrocarbon(s) having 9 carbon atoms or 
more within the molecule, one or more aprotic polar solvent(s), an one or more other 
solvent(s) other than aprotic solvents (pages 5-6 of the specification and page 16 of the 
specification, wherein the remover of Species C is described as a remover consisting 
essentially of a first component, a second and a third component). 

The species listed above do not related to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the expression 
"special technical features" shall mean those technical features that define a 
contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over 
the prior art. The prior art cited is evidence that the claimed inventions, considered as a 
whole, do not define a contribution over the prior art. See Wyatt et al. (US Pg-Pub 
2003/0118946), Example 24 in table 6, par.0102. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
